_ Milk and milk products are 
found on more tables in Ameri- 
can homes today than virtually 
any other food product, a “‘menu 
census” indicated recently. Mar- 
ket Research Corporation of 
America said that milk appears 
regularly on the tables of 19 out 
of 20'families in the nation, with 
whole sweet milk served by 97.9 
per cent of the families in the 


Northwest, with 92.7 per .cent in’ 


the West. 

Other findings by the research 
group disclosed that chocolate
